There seems no question that F ri­ 
day was the most dramatic day In tho 
history of th*> British army In France. 
Tin* Germans themselvo: wore mass­ 
ing at many points, It. appears, with a 
view to att.uking to recover some of 
the high ground they had lost. The 
British anticipated the German attack 
with iheir own onslaught, assisted by 
th«> new “ hell” machines, whose se­ 
re) they had been keeping up their 
Geeves for just such an occasion as 
t his. 
Beth accounts of wounded British 
soldiers and prisoners taken from all 
parts «>f the line agree that tho Gor­ 
man losses were immense. As a rule 
the forces in the front lino trenches 
support patrols in the shell craters in
